IDEAL MARRIAGE

EQUALITY

The 'Little Word "Obey"

Implies Inferiority to One Who Utters It and

Should Be Done Away With.

For many jears there has been more
or less rebellious protest against that
little word "obey" In the marriage serv-
ice, and every once In a while some one
comes along who takes her promises seri-

ously and who feels unwilling to 'go
through a form of words to which she
cannot subscribe In spirit.

And now It seems that the Archbishop
of Canterbury objected to the announce-
ment that at an approaching marriage
in English society the bride' was willing
to promise to love and honor "till death
us do part." but would not consent to
obe) ; and he ts quoted as saying that
the omission of the word would make
the ceremony Illegal.

Apart from the church end of It and
without any desire a ceremony
which for ages has borne the stamp of
Its approval. It really stems time that
the Institution of marriage should" deal
with tho rcalites of life as we find
them.

And the realities 6f life hardly
warrant the continuance of that word
"obey." any more than they do that
meaningless clause:

"With all my worldly goods I thee
endow"

Why should a woman render obedience
to any oneT

Why should a man surrender all claim
to his "worldly gods?"

And the unreasoning feature of It Is
that the wife renders obedience no more
than the husband gives up his all on his
wedding day.

Times Have Changed.
There was a time In the history of

men and women when a wife, in point
of law, was little more than a chattel.
and while the word "obey" was as In
congruous and unlovely then In Its ap
plication to husband and wife as It

there was a background of
reality

But In our times a marriage that ful
fits Its promise of happiness must keep
all notions of superiority beautifully sub-
dued before the more hopeful reign of
equality.

And, though It may be regarded as
nothing but a shadow and the shadow
happens to offend tho senae of the eter
nal fitness of things as some folk see It.
why not make the marriage ceremony In
harmony with the spirit of

Do you reallxe the difference between
a home where the wife and mother
recognized by each member as living
on exactly the same plane as the hus
hand and father. Intellectually and other-
wise, and the other type of home where
the wife and mother must defer to
higher will that Is supreme where mat
ters of family import are concerned'

And do )ou realize that the mother
influence wanes when the small folk
note that It Is "father" who comes first,
he who decides, he who controls by an
attitude of supremacy' For there are
still some homes where the spirit of the
word "obes" still lingers, and they are
not the Ideal homes not the homes from
which the broadest t)pes of men and
women emerge

For it Is only as women are
free In thought. Intellectual, and

conscious of their own worth that the)
can carry their bo)s and girls along
with them to a point where they look
to womanhood as typlf)lng something
big, true, and worth while, just as they
do to manhood

CLOGGED PORES MAKE

COMPLEXION UNSIGHTLY

The clogging of pores Is less often due
to natural conditions than to misman
agement. The girl who habitually and
lavlsly paints rr powders will before
long find herself with the unsightly en
larged pores that ruin the best com- -
pexlon

If ou must use cosmetics, use them
with judgment. Never powder directly
after washing the face, especially if hot
water or steamln? has been emplO)ed.
The skin Is relaxed, the pores open, ana
the powder clogs

After washlnz the face use an astrin
gent lotion or dash the face with cold
water. This is one of the best pore
closers known and tones up the skin.
After the cold spray there is far less
harm from powdering, though It should
not be put on thick!) and only a good
powder should be used

Some powders have a greasy quality
that makes them especially prone to
clog I'ure talcum Is a good choice Do
not let It stay on too long, especially
when one Is overheated. The constant
use of powder to prevent shine In sum
mer Is one reason for bad skins and en-
larged pores In the fall.

Never tampr with astringent lotions
without advice from a sKin specialist.
If your skin Is fine or sensitive It can
be quickly ruined b) preparations that
agree admlrabl) wttii others The con
stant use of benzoin so often advised. Is
harmful to man) aklns Even more so
Is the practice of daihlng the face with

lnegar or pure alcohol.

Put two cupfuls of milk Into a sauce-

pan and let come to a boll Take the
jolks of four eggs, four tablespoonfuls
of sugar, beat together, stir Into the
boiling milk, and when thickened set the
custard away to cool. Take of
a box of gelatin and add to It one cup-

ful of warm water and set It on the back
of the stove, but do not let It get hot.
Beat the whites of ftve eggs to a stiff
froth, idd one and a half cupfuls of
pulverized sugar. Whip two cupfuls of
cream ana add It to the custard: add
flavoring to the beaten whites of the
eggs and mix them with the custard,
and, last of all, add the gelatin and
stir In thoroughly. Tako the dish In
which the Charlotte russe Is to be served,
line with white sponge cake or lady An-
gers, pour the custard into it. and set
Into the Ice chest This should be made
two or three hours before serving.
